A Xowspapcr Man Trut.lifnlly Describes 


His lixMoriiMioo on Iho JLValrlc. 


Snalw stories are in season, and we pro- 


pose to tell one literally true, says the At- 
lanta Jwini'if. We were rilling over tho tin- 
settled prairies oE Kansas with a compan- 
ion, wlien we cair.o suddenly upon a largo 
prairie rattlesnake. Tlio growth, of grass 
till over the prairio was rank aud thick, and 
lully six or uiKht, Inches liipfc, except in tho 
little Hat or depressed spots where 'he wa- 
ter had stood until late in tho spring; on 
Ihose it was short and r.i-ilin. IJ was ono oC 
these partially bare places, perhaps thirty 
feet square, that we eauie upon tho snake. 
Wo tool: out our revolver, and were about. 
to shoot ut ir, bat our companion said: 
"Don't shoot." \Vo had wasted most of 
our loads sliootinfj at prairie-chickens, etc., 
and might: need what we had left for other 
gacao. 
There was not, a s! ick large enough, for a 


riding switch within a mile, but there were 
limestone rocks here and there on tbo 
prairie, and ho said if wo would keep the 
snake ia the bare plaeo ho would ride a 
short distance back and get a rock where- 
ho had seen several. Wo undertook tbe 
task, but tl-.e snake was vicious, and bent 
oa getting out Into the high grass. Finding 
that ho would get out if ho had to pass 
under 
our 
horse, wo drew back 
a 


low steps and llrcd at^ him. Tho hall 
struck anil cut up the ground a few 
Inches beyond him; but tho discharge 
seemed to change h!s cntiro disposition aud 
action. lie wriggled to n, small "resin 
wood" growing iu tho bare spot, and coiled 
himself tightly around It. By this time 
our companion had returned with a rock, 
und, 
dismounting, wo threw it at the snake, 


It, struck tho Bfour.il a few inches beyond 
liiro, and he ucycr moved. 


Approaching cautiously wo drew aw;iy 


tho stono with the crooked handle of an 
mr.brella and again threw it ut tho scako. 
This time it, did not. quite reach him, but 
struck the ground near him and rolled over 
so as to touch him lightly. Still ho never 
moved cr rattled. 


With some fear of danger wo Quietly 


touched him with the end of tho umbrella, 
aod as lie1 still remained motionless and 
quiet wo cautiously unwound him from his 
coil around tlio weed. Ho was limp as a rag, 
but entirely dc4d— dead ail over; not oven 
his tail gave atiy signs of vitality.

A Jersey 3Iair» I'.omanllo -•.Jvcnturo In 


ilio Puciilc Coasl. 


An ir.tci-csti.iff narrative that reads like 0 


romance ia contained in a letter written by 
Captain C!eor;;o Davies, of i.ac British bavlc 
Queen's Island, to J. C. rarl:cr, of Wil- 
iniaston, Del., to the Philadelphia /taorct, 
describing a visit to a distant and lonely 
isle in the Sont.li Pacific Ocean. Thia iso- 
lated spot in the great wasto ot waters is 
known as Pnlracrstoa Island, and is situ- 
ated in latitude IS degrees 4 minutes south 
and longitude ifili degrees 10 minutes oast, 
being represented on tho charts of the 
world as aa uninhabited coral reef, quito 
distant from navigation. Upon this exclu- 
sive territory Captain Davies says that ono 
William Marston, who claims to have for- 
merly lived near Salea, N. J., rcigna like a 
veritable Jlontc Crislo, lord and master ol 
all ho surveys. 


When the bark was off Palir.crston Island 


Captain Davies was greatly surprised to 
sec- a boat's crew put off from the shore am' 
signal that they wished to be taken on 
board. It, was at first thought that tho un- 
expected guests were wrecked sailors, but 
when tho small boat pulled under tho 
shadow or t.hn bar!: the discovery was mado 
thai the little craft was loaded to tho gun- 
wales with cocoanuts and tropical fruits. 
Tlio islanders were out on a trading 
expedition, and apprised Captain Davies 
el ilieir 
desire 
to- exchange their 


cargo for wearing apparel and other 
products of civilization not to bo obtained on 
their lonely island. Tho crctv ol tho bark 
welcomed the strangers on board and fiat 
around them in wondu*rin.cnt, while William. 
Slarston, the King of Palmerston Island, 
spun his yarn. Ho spoke with feeling of 
his old New Jersey home, and claimed that 
his parents aro still living In that Siato 
somewhere. 
Twoiity-iivo years ago ho 


shipped ar, a seaman on tho bark Rllicraan, 
at San 1'raucisoo, bound to tho Tahitn, ono 
of tho (jroup of tho Society Islands. Ho 
deserted the. vessel directly after she had 
reached her destination, and remained on 
Lho island for three years. At iho ond of 
that time he migrated toPalracrston Island, 
where for twenty-Quo years ho had been 
planting and growing cocoanut trees and 
selling copra or dried cocoanut to traders 
who visit the island about once a year In tho 
iuterost.oIHan Francisco merchants. Tho 
population of Pulmcrston Island nurobci'3 
but thirty-five souls, all of whom, save him- 
self, aro natives of adjacent islasda, who 
havo made then' houiC3 ori Palmerstoa, aud 
toil year alter year In tho cocoanut groves 
Lha'u abound there.
